Ramsey Oark - one-time Attorney General, 
one-time U.S. Senate candidate, and all-time 
favorite of the Left - dropped in on the California 
State Senate to make this astonishing proposal: 

All prison sentences, including those for first 
degree murder, should be limited to a maximum 
of five years! 

Punishment itself was a crime, he said. Prisons 
aren't the answer. Instead, we must do away with 
poverty, lack of education and broken homes. Do 
that, and crime will evaporate, or so went his line. 

RAMSEY CLARK'S COMMENTS touched a 
nerve with me, especially when he reminded the 
California lawmakers that he was speaking on the 
10th anniversary of the last execution in the state. 
He asked, "Did that reduce the murder rate?" . 

I was Governor at the time of that last instance 
of capital punishment. Though I would have to say 
I don't think that one execution reduced the 
overall murder rate by a measurable degree, I 
know at least one Californian who has reason to 
believe that that particular execution prevented at 
least one murder - his own 1 . 

DURING THE WEEK of that execution* in 1967, 
an elderly storeowner in San Francisco was the 
victim of a robbery. The robber had him on the 
floor and raised a knife to stab the old man. The 
storekeeper struggled to avoid the knife and cried 
out, "You'll get the gas chamber if you do!" The 
robber's knife paused. He pulled it back, then ran 
from the store. 

-The intended victim later wrote to me. He said 
he was convinced that the great attention given 
the execution by the news media at the time had 
led to his own life being saved, for it triggered his 
warning to the knife-wielding robber. 

Now that is one man's opinion and not statistical 
evidence, but there is strong evidence that capital 
punishment and murder are linked. 

From 1930 till the mid 1950's, murder actually 
decreased in this country (from 10,500 in 1935 to 
fewer than 7,500 murders in 1955). In that period, 
capital punish mentwas in force in most states and 
there were several hundred executions each year. 

^EARLY IN THE 1960's the all-out campaign 
against capital punishment began and by 1964 
there were only 15 executions. By 1968 they had 
stopped altogether. . ' v

Murderers were riot paying with their lives any 
longer, but they were making more; victims pay 
with theirs : 12,500 in 1968, 18,500 in 1972 arid more 
than 20,500 in 1975 - a 200 percent increase in two 
decades r That kind of inflation society can't 
afford. 
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PROFESSOR ISAAC ERHLICH of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago offers an interesting theory of the 
relationship between crime and punishment. 

He says that most human acts - including crime - 
are based on an equation of costs-to-benef its! If the 
cost for doing murder is death and a criminal 
knows it, he may decide not to commit murder. 

At least that shopkeeper in San Francisco 
thought so. So do I.

Inspired brevity

The Bible is as remarkable for 
its omissions of potentially inter- 
esting material as for the' 
episodes it does record. For 
example, virtually nothing is told 
about the life of Jesus before the 
age of 30. All we know is that 
when He was 12, He visited the . 
temple in Jerusalem and amazed 
the teachers with His questions 
and answers. We would like to - 
know more, but the Bible doesn't . 
tell us more. Why not? 

The answer may be that 
brevity is the soul of inspiration, 
and that the inspired writers 
recorded no more than was 
needed to meet their objectives. 
Take John. He tells us why he 
wrote the account commonly 
called the Gospel according to 
John: to persuade readers to 
believe that Jesus was the Christ. 
He explains that he selected his 
material carefully. He could have 
filled the libraries of the world 
with books about Jesus. But he 
exercised restraint, and recorded 
relatively few episodes and 
conversations, all designed to 
make the point John had in mind 
(cf. John 20:30-31). 

John was by no means unique 
among the writers of the Bible. ■ 
Matthew describes the baptism 
of Jesus in five short verses, and 
the transfiguration in only eight 
Yet both episodes were supreme- ,. 
ly important. Christ's appear- 
ances to His disciples after the 
resurrection were, of course, 
crucial to the Gospel story. Yet 
Matthew records only two of the 
appearances, and the ; other 
evangelists are nearly as brief as 
is Matthew. Why?

We*dpn*t know.. However, two 
observations can be m ade here : 
first, though brief, the accounts 
given are adequate for the 
evangelists' purposes. Matthew 
cited only two appearances, 
Mark only three, etc., but taken 
together, the information given is 
adequate. They constitute what 
Luke terms "many convincing 
proofs" of the reality of Christ's 
resurrection from the grave. 

Second, the brevity is in itself 
evidence of the inspired nature of 
the Scriptures. No journalist or 
historian would have written with 
such brevity of the life of Jesus. 
One can imagine Sunday supple- 
ment accounts' of the baptism, 
replete with descriptions of the 
crowds and interviews with 
bystanders, both critical and 
sympathetic. And, if uninspired 
men had heard of the transfigura- 
tion, they'd have badgered the, 
men present, for detailed ac- 
counts: "What did Moses and 
Elijah say? What did they really 
say? Their very words ! " 

The point is, the men whom 
God moved to write the Bible felt 
no need to satisfy curiosity.. 
Every line they wrote made a 
solid contribution to their respec- 
tive objectives, which varied with 
the works they produced. Luke, 
for example, wanted to set out in 
consecutive order events as they 
happened in the life of Jesus. 
Paul sent a letter to Timothy to 
remind him "how one ought to 
conduct himself in the household 
of God..." Neither writer had 
time for nonessential material. 
What God gave them to say they 
said-nothing more and nothing 
less. Their brevity is evidenced in 
. support of the divine inspiration 
of' the Scriptures.

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Traditional observances sometimes come and 
go without our considering the source. 

I thought this would be a good time to discover 
the origin of Memorial Day, next Monday's 
holiday. ^ 

OltfE OF THE FIRST recorded observances was 
in April 1866. 

A' group of women in Civil War-torn Columbus, 
Miss, decorated the graves of Confederate soldiers 
killed at Shiloh. They looked at the over 100 graves 
of Union soldiers, neglected because they were the 
enemy. 

The women, upset by the sight of the bare 
graves, took* some of the flowers and placed them 
on every Yankees' burial place. According to 
history, one of the women hoped, "That hatreds 
may cease" as she placed a flower. 

SINCE THAT time, our country Has suffered 
through two "wars to end all wars," countless 
attempts to "make the world safe for democracy" 
and years of fighting to bring a "lasting and 
honorable peace" in Vietnam. 

The success rate has not been encouraging: the 
same is true throughout most of the world. It 
seems to me human effort never has and never 
will restore relationships between individuals, 
between nations, and between God and individuals 
or nations. The history books lead me to no other 
conclusion. 

THAT MAKES the following excerpt from the 
New Testament letter of Ephesians all the more 
amazing: 

"But now in Christ Jesus you who once were far 
off have been brought near in the blood of Christ. 
For He is our peace, who has made us both one, 
and has broken-down the dividing wall Of hostility, 
by abolishing in His flesh the; law of 
commandments and ordinances, that He might 
create in Himself one new man in place of the two, 
so making peace, and might reconcile us both to 



God in one body through the cross, thereby 
bringing the hostility to an end," (chapter 

2:i3-i6)'/' : .-..." j ; , : , •-.;':,. ■ V.' 

.By going beyond a mere shuttle diplomacy 
between heaven and earth to giving His life in the 
line of duty, He gave the perfect blueprint for 
united nations.
